Skylights are voted down 
for PBJC-Glades campus 


Palm Beach Junior Col- 
lege trustees decided on a 
conventional roof line for the 
buildi; in the first phase 
of the Glades Campus at the 
regular March meeting of 
the board, (Wed., Mar. 17). 

The board approved pre- 
liminary plans drawn by 
Smith Architectural Group, 
but voted 3-2 for conven- 
tional roof treatment rather 
than the multi-peaked sky- 
lighting design used by the 
same firm in the Boynton 
ийне Sehool. 4 
» Architect Warren Smith 
explained the energy-saving 
estimates for skylighting to 
a board which had looked at 
the uncompleted building at а 
Boynton and developed 
serious doubts as to the 
desirability of this type of 
construction for the Glades 
campus. 
ith's preference for the 
skylighting design, plus 
estimates of $3,000 annual 
savings, (resulting in re- 
covery of higher initial costs 
in the first four to five 
years) were enough (ог 
trustee Susann Anstead, 
who, with Dr. Phillip 
Lichtblau, voted against 
approval of the conventional 
roofline plans. 

Mrs. Anstead said she 
believed an initial reaction 
against the new design 
would be replaced һу 
approval with increasing 
familiarity, and that the cost 
of energy is bound to 
increase. 

Dr. Lichtblau said he 
needed тоге information 
before reaching a decision. 

Points raised by the board 
majority and college staff 
who opposed the skylighting 
design: 

Higher maintenance cost, 
(estimated at 3 (о 4 per 
cent), might Yo away with 
the estimated savings. 

Exposed - air-conditioning 
ducts, and other utility lines 
give an undesireable look 
and will present mainten. 
ance difficulties. 

Highest use of the Glades 
campus will probably be at 
night, when the skylighting 
would have not effect. 

Blacking out for audio. 
visual instruction would be 
extremely difficult. 

The design allows less 
flexibility- in the use of 
interior space. 

In addition to diffieulty in 
cleaning, the windows near 
the roof could easily provide 
maintenance problems as 
the building grows older. 

In the opinion of Mrs. 
Homer Hand, trustee from 
Belle Glade, and Dr. Cecil 
Conley, PBJC Vice-Presi- 
dent for the-Glades Center, 
the people of the Glades 
would not favor the skylight 
ing design. 

Dr. Robert Smith, board 
chairman, and trustee Geor- 
ge Michael joined Mrs. Hand 
in the 32 vote for 
conventional roof treatment. 

Other aspects of the plans, 
which include two buildings 
with 13 classrooms, labora- 


tories, offices and other 
support facilities including а 
maintenance building, park- 
ing and roadways, were 
approved without comment 
by the board. 


The plans will go to the 
State Department of educa- 


tion, and must then return 
to the trustees for final 
approval before building 
procedures.

The sugarcane plant is a 
highly productive опе, pro- 
viding not only raw sugar 
and molasses, but'a wealth 
of  by-preducts. For 
example, molasses is used in 
the manufacture of rum and 
vodka; an extremely impor- 
tant derivative of molasses 
is alcohol which is then 
further broken’ down into 
ethyl and industrial alcohols.

Without it, 
Florida's gar industry 


would need to consume more 
than one huhdred million 
gallons of commercial fuel ой 
each year. 

About 80 million gallons of 
commercial fuel are saved 
because of this bagasse. 
This yearly savings amounts 
{о 1,146,655,520 kilowatt 
hours, which їз enough 
electrical power (according 
to Florida Power & Light 
estimates) for the residential 
load of 104,000 homes for 
one year. This savings each 
year would supply the 
Clewiston residential load 
for 41 years. 

The amount of electric 
energy conserved each year 
would handle the West Palm 
Beach residential demand 
for slightly more than five 
years (based on FPL figures 
of KWH residential usage 
there during 1975).

Increasingly, Florida's 
tree population is in trouble. 

First, lethal yellowing 
caused widespread death of 
our palm trees in South 
Florida. Then this year, the 
citrus black fly was found in 
Broward County, a threat to 
our commercial citrus indus- 
try and numerous other 
horticultural plants. Now, 
pitch canker is spreading 
rapidly among our managed 
pine forests. 

The problem with all these 
disastrous pest and disease 


attacks is that little is 
known about how to cope 
with them. . Research is 


under way on the lethal 
yellowing palm problem, and 
some trees have been saved 
from the disease by injecting 
them with oxytetracycline, a 
chemeial Planting of dwarf 
Malayan species which are 
resistant to lethal yellowing 
is recommended. 

А crash research program 
is indicated on the pine tree 
pitch canker problem and 

be started as soon as the 
Division of Forestry deter- 
mines the extent and 
severity of the disease. 
Research will seek the cause 
of the disease, method of 
transmission from tree to 
tree and possible cures. 

I am also recommending 
funding for an eradication 
program for citrus black fly 
and accompanying research 
on what needs to be done to 
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“natural stands of pine, and 


The black Пу is the most P 
serious threat to citrus p 
except for citrus canker. It 
can cause tremendous harm 
if it gets into the commercial 
grove area. Fortunately, it 
has been confined to 
dooryard and nursery plants 
and we hope to prevent it 
{гот spreading. 

The pitch canker problem 
in pl pines may be the 
most serious tree problem 
we have. The disease seems 
to attack managed planta- 
tions more rea than 


these trees are the ones we 
count on for future wood 
needs. 

Until the disease started 
to spread rapidly last year, 
it had been selfarresting 
and no research was done on 
it. That means we are 
behind the eight ball in 
attempting to control it. 
Pitch canker was first 
detected in 1945 in Florida 
and has also been found in | 
other southeastern states. 
It is a pity that these 
pests and diseases should 
come on strong when state 
funds are below normal. But 
the need is also apparent 
that we continue research on 
lethal yellowing and begin 
research programs on the 
black fly and pitch canker 
problems before they wipe 
out our citrus and forest 
trees.

Farm theft legislation considered 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. -- 
Florida will lead the nation 
in а move to develop model 
legislation to permanently 
identify farm equipment to 
deter theft, which has 
reached major proportions, 
Commissioner of Agriculture 
Doyle Conner said Friday in 
closing a livestock theft 
seminar here. 

“I will proceed immediate- 
ly to inquire of other states 
to tell us of any.law, rules 
and regulations requiring 
identification of farm equip- 
ment," Conner-said. “If we 
are to develop legislation I 
would like for it to be model 
legislation ~ what we feel 
would be best for the whole 
country, and not have 
different laws in different 
states." 

Earlier, William Grissom 
of the National Automobile 
Theft Bureau, advised all 
owners of farm equipment to 
die-mark it with a unique 
number-that can be fed into 
the Florida £rime Informa- 
tion Center computer and to 
urge adoption of legislation 
requiring manufacturers of 
farm equipment to mark it 
with secret numbers and to 
establish a titling system 
similar to that applying to 
motor vehicles. 

Grissom displayed a set of 
keys he said would operate 
any type of farm tractor 
ever made. The keys had 
been recovered from- а 
woman tractor theif who 
stole to support a drug 


habit, Grissom said. The 
woman was killed in a 
wreck. 

Grissom advised йе 
cutting the owner's driver's 
license number on farm 
equipment so it can be 


readily identified upon re- 
covery or investigation. He 
advised against using Social 
Security numbers because 


the SS 
to get 


information from 
system is hard 
quickly. 

Robert Gibson of Florida 
Citrus Mutual's fruit protec- 
tion division described Mu- 
tual's - branding program 
using an FCM code and 
member number. This 
system has greatly reduced 
theft of equipment, tires, 
boxes and also fruit picked 
and waiting to be hauled to 
the processors, Gibson said. 

Dr. Fred С. Neal 
associate professor of the 
School of Veterinary Medi- 
cine, University of Florida, 
described laboratory meth 
ods of restructuring carcas. 
ses of recovered stolen meat 
and identifying it with parts 
left behind in the field by 
inept butchers. Lab tests 
can tell if two pieces came 
from the same animal, and 
bones that have been hacked 
or sawed from the carcass 
can be fitted together to 
prove they came from the 
carcass, he said. 

Resources available for 
work with livestock and 
equipment theft were de 
scribed by Richard Grant of 
the Florida Department of 
Criminal Law Enforcement. 
And Lt. J. S. McKinnon of 
the Florida Highway Patrol 
advised farmers about swi 
tehing identification plates 
on equipment.

Orange Juice 
In moderate trading this past week, the New 
York citrus futures market was on the defensive 
with prices down another 1% cent basis May, from 
63% cents to 62 cents. Prices appear to be reaching 
a near term bottom from both chart and 
fundamental and considerations.. During December 
9th - February 3rd, the May contract traded from 


62.70. From February 4th to March 4th, the May 
traded from .63 to .65 with one extreme day (May 
high at 65.60) 

For the past three trading days the May has 
been trading back in the old congestion range, and 
from a chart point of view it appears that it could 
bottom out on the low side of that range (May 
61.50). Fundamently, the basis (delivered-in fruit to 
nearby futures) also indicates that the market. is 
nearing an economic bottom. The most recent spot 
and contract priced delivered-in fruit level (the week 
of February 28th) was 52.5 cents. This week the 
nearby March futures contract tested «he .60 level. 
This represents 7% cents basis - the low side of 
seasonal basis swings. The March USDA crop 
estimate for Florida was unchanged in total boxes 
of fruit and down one point for the seasonal yield 
from 1.31 to 1.30. Nationally, the estimate was up a 
net of 1.1 million boxes - plus 1 million for the 
California early-mid-navel oranges.

Meat Markets 
The recent seven state cattle and calves on feed 

report has both price supporting and price 
weakening elements. Total on feed, as of March 1, 
was 8,121,000 - 48 per cent above a year earlier. 
However, year ago levels were so low. (record lows) 
that a 48 per cent increase is not bearish. In fact, in 
terms of total feed numbers 8.1 million head may be 
a supporting element. Placements on feed during 
February at 1,401,000 head were 74 per cent above 
year earlier numbers and far above expectation. 
Unless current cattle marketings continue at a brizk 
pace, this increase will have a bearish effect later on. 
In terms of absolute numbers, placements were 
about 400,000 head beyond earlier estimates. This 
increase may have been swelled by cattle forced off 
pasture and into.feedlots by the dry condiions 
prevailing in several of the southwestern states.; ` 
Marketings of 1,517,000 head during February were 
15 per cent above last year. Total meat production 
under Federal Inspection for week ended 3/13 was 
estimated at 725 million lbs. by the USDA, 7 per 
cent above week earlier figures and 11 per cent 
above last year. Consumer demand presumably is 
strong, though futures prices edge down toward the 
lower ends of their trading range. Basis June cattle, - 
we would sell rallies in the 42.00 - 42.50 area with 
stop protection above 43.20.
